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The threat i 


dogfight' 

If you’re confused about the battle between 
the federal and provincial governments 
over financing of post-secondary educa¬ 
tion, you are not alone. 

“The more I get into it, the more con¬ 
fused I get,” admits Dr* Sam Scully, Asso¬ 
ciate Dean of Arts and Science, who has 
been following negotiations and state¬ 
ments made by the two sides over the past 
year and a half. 

Scully does see a very real threat to uni¬ 
versities caught in the middle of what he 
calls a “political dogfight”. 

“Make no mistake: the threats to 
universities—whether from the provincial 
level, through inadequate funding; from 
the federal level through cuts in transfer 
payments to the provinces for university 
financing; or from those groups who would 
impose a simple-minded ‘instrumentalist’ 
function on the universities to make them 
solely job-related training centres—these 
threats are real, urgent and of great 
import.” 

Ottawa and the provinces are in the 
midst of negotiations on cost-sharing for 
funding of post-secondary education. 

Under the Established. Programs 
- Financing (EPF) system introduced in 
1977 and due to expire at the end of the 
month, the federal government provides 
the provinces with funds and tax points for 
Medicare, Hospital Care and post¬ 
secondary education. 

In 1980-81 the federal government pro¬ 
vided $10 billion under EPF, with $3 billion 
intended in its view for post-secondary 
education. 

In the federal budget handed down in 
November, 1981, the federal government 
said there would be no cuts in 1982-83 in 
transfer payments for post-secondary edu¬ 
cation and health.

However, the federal government did 
remove the revenue guarantees program, 
which dates back to 1972, and first claimed 
this would cost the provinces no more than 
$300 million in lost federal revenues. 

“The trouble was that nobody could 
agree on the figures,” says Scully. 

“The federal government then admitted 
that its calculations were out and the loss 
to the provinces could be $700 million. 

“Now they are talking in terms of $1 
billion.” 

The federal government is attempting to 
reduce? its massive deficit and has stated 
that EPF is one? targe?t for cut-hacks. Fed¬ 
eral officials'feel the federal government 
ge*ts little* credit for its finane:ial contribu¬ 
tions to post-se?eondary e?ducation and that 
the? provinces! are* not “accountable” for 
how the* money me?ant for post-secondary 
e*due:ation is be*ing spent. 

Albe?rta and British Columbia have? 
done* be*tte*r than othe*r provine:e?s in spend¬ 
ing the* federal transfers unde?r EPF on 
post-secondary education, says Scully. 

Rumors that the* federal gove?rnme*nt 
wants to become more* directly involve?d in 
universities are* also making university 
officials ne?rvous, says Scully. 

He* points out that federal Fi-nane:e? Min¬ 
ister Alan MacEachern, in his November 
budget, announced that the? federal govern¬ 
ment intends to introduce legislation to 
establish “national standards” in post¬ 
secondary education. 

“In background papers to the budget, 
education is discussed mainly in terms of 
the job market and manpower training. 

“There is a lot of talk about the federal 
government stressing the employment 
aspects of university programs. There are a 
lot of rumors about the federal government 
by-passing the provinces and offering 
grants directly to universities who offer 
such programs or offering cash-vouchers 
directly to students who enrol in such pro¬ 
grams as engineering and commerce. 

“This would be a two-fold attack, on the 
autonomy of both the provinces and the 
universities. 

“The federal government is attempting 
to achieve a major role in the management 
of universities and their programs.” 

Scully says various organizations 
including the Canadian Association of 
University Teachers (CAUT) are mounting 
a national Concern For Education Week 
this month. 

“Crucial issues are the level of funding 
for universities and the source of that fund¬ 
ing. Right now the universities are caught , 
in the middle of this political dogfight.” 

Scully feels that “the very quality and 
accessibility of post-secondary education 
are at stake. 

“Times are tough all over and if the poli¬ 
ticians believe the university sector is a soft 
target, cuts will go on. There is an urgent 
need for decisive responses from the uni¬ 
versities and all their alumni. Otherwise 
the politicians will simply do their thing. 

He recommends that everyone con¬ 
cerned with the situation write to politi-

CAUT blasts politicians 


The federal government and the 
provinces have together under¬ 
mined the financial health of uni¬ 
versities across Canada and 
created an underfunding crisis, 
says a spokesman for the Canadian 
Association of University Teachers 
(CAUT). 

“It is distressing that our politi¬ 
cal leaders seem interested only in 
the manipulation of the political 
process to suit their short-term ends 
and not in the welfare of the univer¬ 
sity system,” says Donald Savage, 
CAUT executive secretary. 

Savage, in a recent news release, 
* claims that both sides are “provid¬ 
ing less money, demanding more 
service and obscuring this fact by 
ill-tempered and arcane federal- 
provincial wars.” 

The (:AIJT is supporting the fed¬ 
eral proposal that increases in pro¬ 
vincial contributions to higher 
education he similar to the federal 
increase? in the* Established Pro¬ 
grams Financing. “This would 
mean the provincial governments 
would, at the least, have* to match 


the federal EPF escalation formula 
of about 11.7 per e?ent for 1982-83 
and 11.9 per cent in 1983-84,” says 
Savage. 

The* (’A IJT has gone* on re*e*ord as 
opposing any demand by the* fed- 
eral government to require prior 
sicceptance by the* provinces of new 
definitions of the* role* of Ottawa in 
post-secondary education. “These 
should he* negotiated," says 
Savage*. 

He* expressed the* fear that com¬ 
petitive federalism will distort the* 
universities by putting a pre*mium 
on politically glamorous projects. 
“CAUT re*je*cts the* suggestion that 
unive*rsitie?s have* not be*en respon¬ 
sive* to stude*nt demand.” 

The* (:AIJT called on federal and 
provincial governments to fund 
public inejuiries into the* function¬ 
ing and financing of the* 
universities. 

“This inejuiry woulel allow the* 
ge*ne*ral public and the* unive?rsitie*s 
the* erhance to make* their vie*ws 
known before full-scale* negotia- 
tions took place.” 
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Vikettes reign again 


The UVic Vikettes, for the third year in a 
row s are the Canadian Interuniversity 
Athletic Union (CIAU) basketball 
champions. 

Ranked number two going into the 
CIAU finals in Saskatoon, the Vikettes 
defeated number-one-ranked Bishop’s 
Gaiters of Lennoxville, Quebec, 70-55, in 
the championship game March 6. 

The Vikettes had earlier defeated the 
University of Toronto and the University 
of Winnipeg in the tournament. 

Coach Kathy Shields had the Vikettes 
ready for the finals. They stormed to a 38- 
20 halftime lead, saw the margin whittled 
in the final quarter to six points, then 
settled down to pull away at the finish. 

“That’s the way she coaches us,” said 
Vikette Leslie Godfrey after the game. “She 
works us hard in practices but she gets us 
ready for this tournament.” 


For Vikettes Leslie Godfrey, Luanne 
Hebb and Susan Shaw, the game marked 
the end of satisfying collegiate careers as 
players. Hebb was chosen CIAU player of 
the year before the tournament and then 
was named most valuable player in the 
championship tournament. 

Godfrey was a sparkplug throughout 
the tournament and was named to the first- 
all-star team along with Vikettes Sandy 
Chambers and Tracie McAra. McAra 
scored 22 points in the final game, many 
from long range, and was named player of 
the game. 

Others named to the all-star team were 
Denise Dignard of Bishop’s and Natalie 
Vukovich of Dalhousie. 

In the final game Hebb scored 18 points, 
Leslie Godfrey 15, Shelly Godfrey 10, and 
Chambers five. 


Vikes capture CWUAA crown 


The Vikings basketball team, having 
wrapped up their fifth straight Canada 
West University Athletic Association 
(CWUAA) championship March 6, are now 
preparing to host the Canadian Interuni¬ 
versity Athletic Union (CIAU) champion¬ 
ship March 18 to 20 at Memorial Arena. 

The Vikings won the CWUAA crown in 
convincing fashion, defeating the Univer¬ 
sity of Saskatchewan Huskies in two 
straight games, 75-54 and 65-53. 

They are seeking their third straight 
CIAU crown in the eight-team tournament 
where they must win three games in a row 
against the cream of this year’s crop of 
university teams. 

The teams, six conference champions 
and two wild-card entries, include 20 play¬ 
ers who have been nominated for all- 
Canadian honors. 

Despite having won two straight titles, 
the Vikings are ranked number two in Can¬ 
ada. behind St. Mary’s Huskies of Halifax, 
champions of the Atlantic conference. 

For the CIAU finale, the $400,000 
fi rmer playing floor of the Seattle Super- 
sonics will be transported to Victoria and 
laid in the Memorial Arena. 

The CIAU finale begins March 17 with 
the all-Canadian awards banquet at the 
Empress Hotel. There are four games sche¬ 
duled for March 18, along with opening 
ceremonies at 8:30 p.m. 

The Vikings play their first game at 9 
p.m., March 18. If they win, they play 
again at 1 p.m. March 19 and, again if they 
win, advance to the finals at 12 noon, 
March 20. 

The final game of the championships 
will be televised nation-wide on the CTV 
network. 

For campus basketball fans, there is a 
tip-off party March 18 from 4 to 6:30 p.m. in 
the Upper Lounge of the Student Union 
Building, with music by the Dixieland 
Express. 

Free bus transportation has been 
arranged from UVic to the Memorial 
Arena for those holding a two-game ses¬ 
sion ticket provided they pre-register for 
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the service before March 16 in the McKin- 
nqn Centre. 

Session tickets are $5 for adults, $4 for 
students and $3 for children. Tournament 
passes are available at $20, $16 and $12. 

Robbie Dunn (Athletics), general chair¬ 
man of the tournament, is pleased with 
ticket sales thus far and optimistic about 
the financial success of the tournament. 

Earlier this week he reported that 456 
tournament passes and 1,241 session 
tickets had been sold.

Club House set for opening 


For close to 600 members of the 
UVic Faculty Club, the long- 
awaited move to a new Club House 
becomes a reality March 16. 

The new Club House is a low- 
slung, red cedar structure in a 
secluded setting outside the Ring 
Road between the Begbie Building 
and the Phoenix Building. 

The last lunch at the old loca¬ 
tion, near the intersection of 
McKenzie and Finnerty, will be 
served today at noon. The club 
ceases operations at the old loca¬ 
tion at 2 p.m. 

Club members can take a look at 
the new building March 15 at a 
Gala Preview from 4:30 to 6:30 p.m. 
with hors d’ouevres and drinks at 
half price featured. 

With the move, the club has 
expanded its hours of operation, 
and will be open from 10 a.m. to 
11:30 p.m., Monday through Fri¬ 
day, and from 5 to 11:30 p.m., 
Saturday. 

Bar hours are from 11:30 a.m. to 
11 p.m., Monday through Friday, 
and from 5 to 11 p.m., Saturday. 

Coffee is available from 10 to 11 
a.m., weekdays, and lunch is served 
from 11:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

The Club House will be open 
from 5 to 8:30 p.m. for full-course 
dinners, Monday through 
Saturday. 

Members will find that the new 
Club House has more room, both in 
the dining areas and the lounges. 

The $1.46 million Club House 
has a kitchen four times as large as 
the old centre, with $250,000 worth 
of the most modern equipment. 
“It’s now one of the best facilities of 
any eating establishment in Victo¬ 
ria,’* says Reg Mitchell (Chemis¬ 
try), chairman of the club’s Board 
of Directors. 

The new Club House will seat 
310 for dining, compared to 165 in 
the old centre. There are two large 
lounges, one equipped with a fire¬ 
place, and a games room that 
includes a shuffleboard table and a 
new five-by-ten foot pool table. 


There is an arboretum, a patio 
for outdoor barbeques, showers, a 
television room, three small dining 
rooms, and a dance area. 

The new Club House was origi¬ 
nally scheduled to open in October, 
but a series of delays, some caused 
by the unusually wet winter, set the 
completion date well behind 
schedule. 

For the March 16 opening, the 
60-car parking lot adjacent to the 
centre will not be paved, but the 
roadway to the new club will be 
ready for use. Mitchell points out 
that parking is available in several 
nearby lots and there is a drop-off 
point along Ring Road with a walk¬ 
way to the Club House. 

It will be owned by the univer 
sity and operated by the Faculty 
Club under an agreement with the 
Board of Governors. The club will 
assume all operating costs of the 
facility, including a rental charge 
designed eventually to pay off the 
capital cost of the building and 
equipment. 

The club is open to all staff and 
faculty on campus at a membership 
fee of $96 a year. 

Over the past year, the club has 
prepared for the move by hiring 
additional kitchen staff and wait¬ 
ers and waitresses. 

“We have a lot of bookings 
already for the new club,” says Mit¬ 
chell. “But no matter what func¬ 
tions are being held, club members 
will always have a piece of the club 
to themselves, because of the ways 
in which functions can be 
separated.” - 

For Mitchell and other club 
members, the move marks the end 
of five years of plans and proposals 
for moving to a new location. 
Health authorities in Saanich had 
criticized kitchen facilities in the 
old centre. “Two people who have 
put a lot of work into this project are 
Donavon Thorndick (Buildings 
and Grounds) and John Goudy 
(Physics),” said Mitchell.

The three-year-old Professional Staff Asso¬ 
ciation at UVic is at a crossroads and has 
called a special meeting for March 23 to 
decide whether or not to disband. 

The association represents administra¬ 
tive professional and academic profes¬ 
sional staff at UVic. 

A discussion paper has been prepared 
by the association’s executive and lists 
three options to be considered at the 
meeting. 

The options include discontinuing the 
association, maintaining it in its present 
form or providing the executive with a 
mandate to seek a more direct role in mat¬ 
ters relating directly to the interests of 
association members. 

The third option “does not propose the 
establishment of a certified collective bar¬ 
gaining unit,” states the discussion paper. 

“However, it does assume that there is 
an identifiable community of interest 
among the professional staff on matters 
pertaining to job classification, salaries, 
fringe benefits, professional development, 
job security and other terms and conditions 
of employment, and that that point of view 
should be formally represented in approp¬ 
riate decision-making procedures.” 

Association President Dr. Glen Farrell, 
director of Extension, said the relationship 
between the association and the university 
has been a consultative one on an ad-hoc 
basis with the role of the association one of 
advocacy when consultation does occur. 

“The association has not had a direct 
role to play in the decision-making pro¬ 
cess,” said Farrell. 

“If the association decides on the third 
option at the special meeting, the execu¬ 
tive, presumably, would try to arrange for 
the association to become directly involved 
in the process of deciding on such things as 
salary policy.” 

Farrell pointed out that the university 
committee on salary policy now has not 
any professional staff representation. 
Representation on the personnel benefits 
committee and on review committees on 
terms and conditions of employment would 
also be sought. 

He said the association mpst first deter¬ 
mine if there are “really very many people 
out there who care very much what 
happens to the association.” 

“Our membership is down about 15 per 
cent from last year and attendance at gen¬ 
eral meetings has been low. If people are 


completely satisfied with the way things 
are or don’t care, then there isn’t much 
point in continuing.” K 

The association was established “to 
maintain and promote the professional 
and material status of the members of the 
association and to encourage and foster 
high ethical standards in the performance 
of the university’s business as administra¬ 
tive or academic professionals.” 

While there are about 200 staff members 
eligible for membership in the association, 
the membership now totals 86. 

Since the association was formed, a 
“Terms of Appointment” document has 
been approved by the Board of Governors 
and a job classification system and salary 
policy,has been established. 

In the discussion paper, the associa¬ 
tion’s executive points out that the associa¬ 
tion provided reactions to the draft 
document concerning the terms of appoint¬ 
ment, but the final document approved by 
the BOG included changes made without 
further consultation. 

A request that the association be repres¬ 
ented on the project advisory committee 
which advised Peter Vanderleeden, special 
assistant to the president for staff rela¬ 
tions, on the job classification system was 
not accepted. 

The discussion paper lists several issues 
which will require attention in future. 

Among them is the question of how 
administrative and academic professional 
staff salary levels will be determined in 
future and how concerns about the struc¬ 
ture of the salary policy will be resolved. 

The questions of performance review 
procedures, fringe benefits, and profes¬ 
sional development should also be 
addressed, according to the discussion 
paper. 

“The faculty and other groups within 
the university appear to be moving to 
strengthen their voice-on matters which 
affect them,” states the discussion paper, 
in summary, “Economic difficulties are of 
concern to us all. None of us need another 
organization without a clear purpose.” 

Farrell urged association members and ^ 
those eligible for membership to attend the 
special meeting at 7:30 p.m. in Room 112 of 
the Cornett Building. “Those eligible for 
membership will have speaking privileges 
but voting will be restricted to those who 
are members.” 


We’re the best in the long run 


UVic runners captured all the gold in the 
longer distance races at the Canada West 
Universities Athletic Association 
(CWUAA) Indoor Track and Field Cham¬ 
pionships March 5 and 6 in Edmonton. 

Debbie Scott kept her perfect record in 
CWUAA championships intact, winning 
twice, in the 1,500 and 3,000-metre events. 
She has now raced eight times in CWUAA 
championships and won eight times, 
breaking the 1,500 and 3,000-metre records 
six times. 

UVic’s Randy Cox won the 5,000-metre 
event with ease and Dave Campbell took 
the 1,500 metres. Campbell, Cox, SteVe 
Guille and Keith Butler led UVic to^the 
distance medley relay championship. 

The four-by-800-metre relay teams ran 
well, both finishing second. The women’s 
team of Scott, Peggy Nelson, Karen Rainey 
and Alison Snow- finished second to the 
University of Saskatchewan while the 
men’s team of Campbell, Cox, Brad Boh- 
, man and Ed Smythe finished behind the 
University of British Columbia. 

UVic coach Ron Bowker was enthusias¬ 
tic about the results, not only because of the 
strong showings of the team’s veterans, 
but because of the development of the 
younger runners on the team. 

% Kari Higgenbottom, a first-year stu¬ 
dent, was fifth in the 600 metres and sixth 
in the 300 metres, with personal best times. 
Nelson, Rainey and Snow are also first- 
year students while Keith Butler who fin¬ 
ished fourth in the 1,500 metres and 
Smythe are in second year. 

Bowker pointed out that the results 
show the strength of high schools in the 
Victoria area in running events, as most of 
the UVic runners are local graduates. 


UVic runners will be competing today 
and March 13 in the Canadian Interuniver¬ 
sity Athletic Union Indoor Championships 
in Quebec Citv. 

Scott, Campbell, Butler and Cox will be 
making the trip to Quebec City. Bowker 
expects the UVic contingent to do well 
against Canada’s top intercollegiate 
runners. For Scott, the CIAU meet marks 
the end of a brilliant university running 
career. She is the defending CIAU cham¬ 
pion in both 1,500 and 3,000 metres.

Defends chancellor 

Dear Editor: 

In his letter to the Ring (March 5) Dr. Tatum 
quoted Dr. Cowan out of context and then used 
the twisted quotes to attack him. As an exam¬ 
ple, he claimed that Dr. Cowan “allowed him¬ 
self to be quoted as suggesting that the killing 
of wild animals could be glorious fun.” In fact 
what Dr. Cowan was quoted as saying is: “He 
can have glorious fun pursuing a goal he may 
never get in his lifetime ” (referring to a game 
animal). This is almost exactly opposite to how 
Dr. Tatum quoted him. 

Another example is Dr. Tatum’s misquote of 
Dr. Cowan regarding the highest objective of 
hunting. For some reason he changed “out¬ 
door recreation with a focus” to “involve taking 
the life of a wild creature” and in addition 
changed hunting to apparently include all of 
outdoor recreation. Such misquotes, used to 
attack represent a very objectionable action. 

Dr. Tatum seemed to refer to himself as "a 
decent person” who would be offended by vio¬ 
lence and as an "educator who feels a duty to 
instil moral values in young people. I know he 
usually does provide moral leadership but in 
this particular case he has made an unjustified 
attack on a man who has been an inspiration to 
many of us. 

I appreciate and agree with Dr. Tatum’s 
stand on the need to not inflict unnecessary 
suffering on other sentient creatures. However, 
in our righteousness we can do incalculable 
harm to completely innocent people or even to 
people who support our case, such as Dr 
Cowan. 

I feel that Dr. Cowan deserves a public letter 
of apology from Dr. Tatum. I am sure Dr. 
Cowan realizes that Dr Tatum is a caring per¬ 
son and that he reacted from his concern for 
the creatures he loves. In this case Dr. Tatum’s 
reaction was based on a misunderstanding (I 
hope) of Dr. Cowan’s remarks and as a conse¬ 
quence, misdirected
